BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES 


RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY AND STAFF 


This Commencement we honor six faculty members who are retiring from formal teaching and service 
to the Oberlin community: Martin N. Ackermann, David H. Benzing, Richard A. Michaels, David H. 
Miller, Richard Miller, and Grover A. Zinn, Jr. 


MARTIN N. ACKERMANN, PROFESSOR OF CHEMISTRY 


Martin N. Ackermann has been a member of the Oberlin faculty for 40 years. An inspirational 

and motivational teacher, he received Oberlin’s 2004 Teaching Excellence Award and a NOCHE 
Award for Teaching Excellence. His approaches to teaching, which ranged from traditional lectures 
and laboratories to innovative workshops and one-on-one laboratory sessions, all met with equal 
effectiveness. His enthusiasm, lively demonstrations of chemical processes, and exceptionally well- 
organized presentations won particular praise from students. An outstanding mentor and sought-after 
advisor, he spent hours working with students on independent projects, experimental techniques, 
data analysis, and in his own research. An expert in organochemistry, he wrote articles for highly 
regarded peer-reviewed journals, often with student co-authors. An eloquent spokesman for Oberlin’s 
preeminence in science education and undergraduate research, he served on the American Chemical 
Society s Division of Chemical Education and Committee on Professional Training for more than 25 
years. He was a consultant for the Council on Undergraduate Research for almost 15 years, a member 
of the National Science Foundation Graduate Fellowship Committee for Chemistry for three terms 

as reviewer of chemistry departments at other universities, and a six-year member of the National 
Research Council Associateship Programs Review Panel. 


DAVID H. BENZING, ROBERT S. DANFORTH PROFESSOR OF BIOLOGY

David H. Benzing, Oberlin’s first Robert S. Danforth Professor of Biology, has been a member of 

the faculty for 41 years. Recognized as a tropical botanist of international stature. specializing in 

the adaptive biology of epiphytes, he has written dozens of annual reviews for National Science 
Foundation proposals and manuscripts, journal articles, and specialized monographs. Known as 

a demanding teacher and conscientious, caring advisor, he easily shared his passion for botany, 
giving tirelessly of his time and energy in classes, laboratories, and field trips. His wise counsel 

and experience were valued by his department and the College, for whom he served repeatedly on 
important committees. Off campus, he gave guest lectureships at various universities, presented 
Papers at international symposia, and was called upon to review biology programs across the country. 
His grant-writing skills won generous support for curriculum development, instrumentation, and 
facilities improvement, both in the department and in his own research. In honor of his service to 
Oberlin’s botanical curriculum, a fund has been established in his name to build and maintain a 
botanically diverse teaching collection to be housed in the Department of Biology. 
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RICHARD A. MICHAELS, PROFESSOR OF ATHLETICS AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION 
a ee ee eee 


Richard A. Michaels is retiring after 36 years at Oberlin. As the former director of physical 
education, he was responsible for the entire physical education curriculum. including teaching 
assignments, scheduling, and varsity sports offerings. He taught classes in cycling, handball, 
racquetball, squash, tennis, fencing, volleyball, biathlon, conditioning, bowling, and fitness walking, 
as well as academic classes on the psychological behavior in sport, introductions to team Sports and 
individual sports, and coaching. His list of publications includes articles in professional journals 
and magazines, plus a soon-to-be-released manual, Training for Swimming. In the course of his long 
tenure, he was occasionally called upon to coach sports other than swimming (cross-country, track, 
baseball, soccer), positions which he willingly accepted. As head coach of varsity swimming, he 
served as meet manager for dozens of Ohio Athletic Conference and North Coast Athletic Conference 
swimming championships, as well as two National Collegiate Athletic Association Division III 
National swimming and diving championships. He recruited and coached swimmers and divers 

to 6 NCAA Division III national championship titles, 13 third-place or better performances at NCAA 
meets, 41 individual conference titles, and 72 All-America squad awards. In April, more than 160 
alumni from across the country returned to Oberlin to honor their former coach and pay tribute to 
his impact on their lives. 


DAVID H: MILLER, ASSOCIATE PROFESSOR OF BIOLOGY 


David H. Miller is retiring after 36 years at Oberlin, where he designed and implemented an 
introductory course on the organismal biology of animals and plants, a gateway course to one of 

the College's largest majors. Thanks in large part to his enthusiasm, preparation, and energy, this 

8 a.m. lecture course, co-taught by various faculty members, has boasted the largest enrollment of 
any course in the natural sciences division — garnering endless accolades from graduates. During 
the Oberlin-in-London Program in 2001, he designed his own textbook, taking full advantage of 

his surroundings. A lively, knowledgeable teacher known for his careful laboratory preparations 

and accessibility to students, he offered class handouts that freed students from frantic note-taking 
and instead encouraged careful observation. For years, he voluntarily accepted heavy course loads, 
engaged students in research, and trained students taking part in the Hughes Summer Research 
Assistantship Program and National Science Foundation Undergraduate Research Program. His own 
interests in algae and fungi yielded a number of articles in professional journals. More recently, his 
research shifted to soil remineralization; a decade of testing has yielded sufficient data for analysis, 
soon be published. 
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RICHARD MILLER, WHEELER PROFESSOR OF SINGING 


Richard A. Miller has been a member of the Oberlin Conservatory of Music faculty for 46 years. A 
leading lyric tenor, he enjoyed an extensive career in Europe and America, performing with operas, 
oratorio concerts, and solo recitals. An internationally known vocal pedagogue, he has given master 
classes in 38 states and Canada, 14 European countries, and in Australia and New Zealand. His 
students have gone on to become singers in major American and European opera houses, as well as 
faculty members at leading schools of music. His active research into vocal technique inspired the 
creation of the Otto B. Schoepfle Vocal Arts Center at Oberlin, a recognized acoustic laboratory 

that provides measurable feedback on all aspects of the singing voice, allowing students to overcome 
technical issues. As director of the center, he has shared his insights with visiting voice teachers 

from around the world and with the Cleveland Clinic's otolaryngology department, where he is an 
adjunct staff member. The author of six books and more than 100 journal articles, his pedagogical and 
musical expertise is in great demand; he was a 15-year summer teacher at the Salzburg Mozarteum 
International Academy and an adjudicator at many national and international competitions. A member 
of the American Academy of Teachers of Singing, he holds an honorary doctorate from Gustavus 
Adolphus College and was decorated as Chevalier/Officier in the Order of Arts and Letters by the 
French Ministry of Culture. 


GROVER A. ZINN, JR., WILLIAM H. DANFORTH PROFESSOR OF RELIGION 


Grover A. Zinn, Jr., retires after 40 years of dedicated teaching. A distinguished medievalist 

and church historian, he is a recognized expert in medieval mysticism, biblical commentary, and 
intellectual history. His research subjects include 12th-century Victorine authors, Suger of Saint- 
Denis and Gregory the Great. His two books, book chapters, and encyclopedia articles have been 
well-received by scholars worldwide. Among students, he is valued for his openness and 
approachability, and for his contagious enthusiasm and knowledge of his material. His introductory 
survey of world religions, for many non-majors, was their only exposure to the Department of 
Religion, and he prepared extra study aids to ensure the success of all students. regardless of 
their knowledge of the subject. His service to Oberlin and his department was extensive, as 
demonstrated by repeated membership on high-pressure committees, his chairmanship of the 
department during a challenging transitional period, and his four years as associate dean of the 
College of Arts and Sciences. In September 2005 a symposium titled “Mysticism, the Bible, and 
Medieval Religious Experience” attracted scholars, students, and alumni to Oberlin to pay tribute 
to his many contributions. 


Together, these six individuals have devoted a remarkable total of 239 years of service to Oberlin, and 


we will miss them. It is an honor and a pleasure to thank each of them for the invaluable contributions 
they have made to this academic community. 
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CANDIDATE FOR THE ALUMNI MEDAL 


HERBERT H. HENKE, BME 553, BM '54, MME '54 


Emeritus Professor of Eurhythmics and Music Education Herbert Henke '53 is this year's recipient 
of the Oberlin College Alumni Medal, awarded in recognition of outstanding and sustained service 
to the College and its extended community. 


After graduating from the Oberlin Conservatory of Music, he earned a doctorate in music education 
from the University of Southern California and a License in Dalcroze Eurhythmics from Carnegie 
Mellon University. Henke taught at the University of Maryland for several years, then returned to 
Ohio to teach in the Cleveland and Oberlin Public Schools. He later became a faculty member at the 
Oberlin Conservatory of Music, in the divisions of Music Education and Music Theory. 


Henke has served as an artist-in-residence and guest lecturer at universities and colleges throughout 
the United States, Europe, and Asia. He has presented workshops for music teachers in the United 
States and Canada, for the European Council of the International Schools in The Hague, Hamburg, 
and Brussels, and for the Department of Defense Dependents Schools in England. In addition, he 
served as a music consultant in El Salvador (1975) and Costa Rica (1978). 


Henke is also a prolific author who has published numerous articles relating eurhythmics to the 
rehearsing of choral and instrumental ensembles, and to the teaching of aural skills. 


CANDIDATE FOR THE AWARD FOR DISTINGUISHED SERVICE TO THE 
COMMUNITY 


MIRIAM L. JOHNSTON HALLOCK, AB 41, 


A former U.S. Information officer, Mrs. Richard R. Hallock ‘41 is president of the Richard R. Hallock 
Foundation. Her husband established the foundation before his death in 1999, and his legacy of 
generosity lives on under her auspices. 


During the last seven years, Mrs. Hallock has been instrumental in supporting key initiatives that 
have benefited the College and community, including numerous grants supporting Oberlin youth, 
senior, and community-services programs, plus support for the Oberlin Heritage Center, the East 
College Street Project, Westwood Cemetery, the renovation of French House, and the photovoltaic 
array of the Adam Joseph Lewis Center for Environmental Studies. 


Mrs. Hallock, nee Miriam Johnston — whose mother, Marie-Jeanne Lahaurine Johnston, was the first 
director of French House — had a long and notable career abroad as a foreign-service officer with the 

U.S. Information Agency (USIA). She was stationed in Paris and in Saigon, where she helped produce 

the first Vietnamese-language motion pictures. 
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Mrs. Hallock also served as assistant to the director of the Joint U.S. Public Affairs Office and 
as a cultural affairs officer for the USIA. She later served in Abidjan, Ivory Coast, and Dahaka, 
Bangladesh, as a cultural attaché at the U.S. Embassy for the State Department. 


Upon returning to the United States in 1980, she made her residence in Washington, D.C. 


In 1991, she married classmate Richard R. Hallock '41, and the couple moved to Kendal at Oberlin. 
A retired U.S. Army colonel, Hallock served as an advisor to Defense Secretary James Schlesinger 
and as a national consultant on political-military affairs, particularly in the Middle East, after a 
distinguished career in the military and at the Pentagon. 


A major program sustained by the Richard R. Hallock Foundation is the annual lecture series created 
by Colonel Hallock to bring practitioners of military and diplomatic affairs to campus several times a 
year to address the changing nature of national security in the 21st century. 


The lectures are held in the College's environmental studies center auditorium, which was named in 
honor of Colonel Hallock. Though currently on hiatus, the series is expected to resume in 2006-07. 


HONORARY DEGREE-RECIPIBNTS 


MARILYN HORNE, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 


Marilyn Horne has been called the “Star Spangled Singer” and “the Heifetz of singers.” In 2002, 
after a career in which she dominated the opera field for more than four decades, Opera News said, 
“Marilyn Horne — whose face and song have been in the light in so many places, in so many styles, 
through so many media, for so many years — may be the most influential singer in American history.” 


Horne has received numerous accolades and honors in the arts and in academia. In 1995, President 
Clinton named her a Kennedy Center Honoree. In 1992, she received the National Medal of the Arts 
from President Bush and the Endowment for the Arts. She sang at the Reagan, Bush, and Clinton 
White Houses and at President Clinton’s inauguration in 1993. In 2000, Horne returned to the town 
of her birth, Bradford, Pennsylvania, where a street on the public square was named in her honor. In 
2004, at the inauguration of the new Blaisdell Hall at the University of Pittsburgh at Bradford, she 
was presented with an honorary doctorate. 


Among Horne's many worldwide prizes are the Commander of the Order of Arts and Letters from 
Frances Ministry of Culture, the Commendatore al Merito della Repubblica Italiana, the Fidelio Gold 
Medal from the International Association of Opera Directors, and the Covent Garden Silver Medal for 
Outstanding Service. Her international success in the most difficult of coloratura mezzo-soprano roles 
led to the revival of many of Rossini’s and Handel's greatest operas. In an unprecedented move, Horne 
received Italy's first Rossini Medaglia d'Oro, which was created especially for her. 


Horne celebrated 26 years as a leading lady at the Metropolitan Opera and was honored at the San 
Francisco Opera for her 39 seasons there in 1999, Her many academic awards include honorary 
doctorates from such schools as the Juilliard School, Johns Hopkins University, and the San Francisco 
Conservatory of Music. In 1999, she was inducted into the American Classical Music Hall of Fame. 
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Two years later, she received a Lifetime Achievement Grammy Award from the National Academy 
of Recording Arts and Sciences and was inducted into the Hollywood Bowl Hall of Fame. 


In celebration of her birthday in January 1994, Horne launched the Marilyn Horne Foundation 
(MHF), dedicated to the art of the vocal recital and presentation of young singers in recital 
throughout the United States. Every January since, the MHF has presented its annual recital in 
celebration of classical song. The MHF has produced a festival of master classes taught by artists 
such as Dame Joan Sutherland, Maestro James Levine, Thomas Hampson, Warren Jones, and Deborah 
Voigt; seminars on topics relevant to the vocal arts; duo-recitals featuring world premieres of works 
commissioned by the MHF; and the annual recital — all offering educational experiences for 

collegiate singers and pianists, as well as the public. Since its inception, the foundation has 
introduced over 40,000 students to the vocal recital and classical song via over 352 education 
programs across the country. 


Horne is Distinguished Professor of Voice at the Oberlin Conservatory of Music; under the auspices 
of the Danenberg Residency Fund, giving public and private master classes with Oberlin voice 
students. Her 2006 residency will take place October 27-31. 


JUAN GUZMAN TAPIA, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Juan Guzman Tapia was born in April 1939 in El Salvador, where his father, a poet and diplomat, 
was chief of mission at the Chilean Embassy. When Guzman was 4, his father was posted to the 
United States, and the family spent most of the next eight years there, first in San Francisco, and 
then in Washington, DC. During his adolescence, the family returned to Chile, and after receiving a 
law degree from the Catholic University in Santiago, the future jurist spent time in Paris, where he 
worked on a novel and witnessed the student uprising of May 1968. 


Guzman returned to Chile a few days before the election of Salvador Allende in September 1970 

and shortly thereafter began his law career as a clerk in Valparaiso. Although Guzman was nota 
supporter of President Allende, he was appointed to the bench in 1972 by promising to undertake his 
job “in the most honest manner possible.” He was assigned to Panguipulli, a small town in southern 
Chile, just north of Patagonia. Following a visit to Europe in September 1973, he returned to Chile 
one day before General Augusto Pinochet's violent overthrow of Allende’s government, which took 
the lives of Allende and thousands of his supporters. 


In 1974, Guzman was appointed a criminal judge (prosecutor) in the Santiago circuit where he began 
to see firsthand the crimes of the Pinochet dictatorship. His concerns only grew when he was elevated 
to the Court of Appeals in the city of Talca in 1983 and where, for the first time, he had to respond to 
the many habeas corpus petitions presented on behalf of political prisoners. He increasingly found 
himself in a minority when he voted to accept the petitions. In 1989, on the eve of Chile's democratic 
transition, he was transferred to the Santiago Court of Appeals, where he quickly became involved 

in a judicial investigation of some of the most criminal actions of the Pinochet government. Accepting 
the case had tremendous implications, as more than 3,000 people had been killed or hidden by 

the military, more than 30,000 were tortured, and literally hundreds of thousands jailed or 

forced into exile.

Twice — in 2000 and again in 2004 — Judge Guzman succeeded in formally charging Pinochet with 
kidnapping, conspiracy, and murder. He also ordered the arrest of five retired military officers for 
their part in the grizzly “Caravan of Death,” a countrywide killing trip undertaken shortly after the 
coup, which resulted in the deaths of more than 70 supporters of the Allende government. 


As recently as September 14, 2005, the Supreme Court again stripped the general of immunity, paving 
the way for his trial for his alleged role in the disappearance and killing of 15 dissidents during his 
regime. Pinochet currently faces more than 200 criminal suits. 


Judge Guzman retired from the Santiago Court of Appeals in May 2005 and is dean of the law school 

at Central University in Santiago. His memoir, En el borde del mundo. Memorias del juez que proceso 
a Pinochet (At the Edge of the World: Memoirs of the Judge Who Prosecuted Pinochet), is now a best 

seller in Chile. 


MARTIN C. WEISSKOPF, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Dr. Martin C. Weisskopf is project scientist for NASA's Chandra X-ray Observatory and chief 
scientist for X-ray Astronomy in the Space Sciences Department at NASA's Marshall Space Flight 
Center in Huntsville, Alabama. 


In 1964, he received his bachelor’s degree with honors in physics from Oberlin College, followed in 
1969 by his doctorate in physics from Brandeis University. 


Weisskopf began his post-graduate career at Columbia University in 1969, where he became an 
assistant professor and performed many pioneering experiments in X-ray astronomy. In 1977, he left 
Columbia to become senior X-ray astronomer at Marshall Center and Chandra X-ray Observatory 
project scientist. 


Weisskopf has held numerous special appointments during his career. He is a senior co-investigator of 
the European Space Agency’s international X-ray imaging experiment, called IBIS, and the originator 
of a major experimental research program in 1978 that currently concentrates on the development of 
X-ray optics. 


He has served on numerous committees, including the National Academy of Science's Panel on 
High-Energy Astrophysics from Space and its Astronomy and Astrophysics Survey Committee. He 
is a member of the American Astronomical Society and its High-Energy Astrophysics Division; the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science; the International Astronomical Union; Sigma 
Xi, a scientific research society; Phi Beta Kappa, the National Honor Society; and a Fellow of the 
American Physical Society, Astrophysics Division. 


Weisskopf is the recipient of numerous awards, including NASA Medals for Exceptional Service in 
1992 and for Scientific Achievement in 1999. He was elected in 1994 as a Fellow of the American 
Physical Society, which cited his “pioneering work in X-ray polarimetry and time variability studies 
of cosmic X-ray sources, and his insightful leadership as project scientist for the Advanced X-ray 
Astrophysics Facility.” In 2001, he was selected as a fellow in the International Society for Optical 
Engineering (SPIE) for his significant scientific and technical contributions to the optics community 
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and SPIE. In 2004, together with Dr. H. Tananbaum, he received the Rossi Prize of the High Energy 
Astrophysics Division of the American Astronomical Society, which cited “their vision. dedication 
and leadership in the development, testing, and operation of the Chandra X-ray Observatory.” 


A prolific writer, he is author or co-author of more than 236 publications, including refereed journal 
articles, articles in books, monographs, and papers in conference proceedings. 


FRANZ WELSER-MOST, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 


Franz Welser-Most is in his fourth season as music director of The Cleveland Orchestra. His long-term 
commitment to the Orchestra extends through the 2011-12 season. 


Under Welser-Most's direction, The Cleveland Orchestra has toured extensively, to critical acclaim. 
In Europe, the orchestra now has biennial residencies at the Musikverein in Vienna, the first of their 
kind by an American orchestra, and regular appearances at European festivals, including annual 
residencies at the Lucerne Festival. Domestically, Welser-Mést and the orchestra have made tours 
of the East Coast, Midwest, and West Coast, and have performed frequently at Carnegie Hall. In 
January 2007, the Orchestra will begin its 10-year residency project at Miami Performing Arts 
Center, consisting of three weeks of concerts and educational collaborations each winter. 


Welser-Most became general music director of the Zurich Opera in September 2005 and has made a 
commitment to the opera that extends through 2011. During his tenure as music director, he conducted 
many new productions and, each season, led numerous revivals, including operas from the French, 
German, Italian, and Slavic repertoires. He is scheduled to conduct a new production of Wagner s 
Ring Cycle at the Vienna State Opera during the 2007-08 and 2008-09 seasons. 


Welser-Most served as music director of the London Philharmonic from 1990 to 1996. He works 
regularly with the Vienna Philharmonic and the Berlin Philharmonic. He also appears with the 
Bavarian Radio Symphony Orchestra and has conducted the Gustav Mahler Youth Orchestra 
many times since the ensemble’s founding in 1986. 


Welser-Most made numerous recordings with the London Philharmonic under an exclusive recording 
contract with EMI. His recording of Franz Schmidt's Symphony No. 4 won the 1996 Gramophone 
Award for “best orchestral recording.” His recording of Bruckner’s Mass No. 3 and Te Deum was 
nominated for a Grammy Award, as was his first recording with the Philadelphia Orchestra, of music 
by Korngold. More recent releases include HK Gruber’s Frankenstein!!, Schmidt's The Book of the 
Seven Seals (which received a Grammy nomination), and the world-premiere recording of Johann 
Strauss Jr.'s Simplicius with the Zurich Opera Orchestra, which won the Deutsche Schallplattenpreis. 
Welser-Mést's DVD recording of Richard Strauss’s Der Rosenkavalier with the Zurich Opera won 

a Diapason d Or award. 


In 1995, Welser-Moést received an “Outstanding Achievement Award” from the Western Law Center 
for Disability Rights in recognition of his personal support and advocacy on behalf of people with 
disabilities, and in particular for his support of the Hartheim Institute in Linz, Austria. In 2002, 
Welser-Most was named an honorary member of the Vienna Singverein. He received the 2005 
Conductor of the Year Award from the Musical America International Directory of the Performing 
Arts. In 2003, Welser-Mést received an honorary Doctor of Humane Letters degree from Case Western 
Reserve University and was presented with the Silver Medal of the Region of Upper Austria. 


A NOTE FROM PRESIDENT NANCY DYE 


Commencement at Oberlin is a celebratory and joyous event for our graduating seniors, 
their parents and relatives, and for the entire Oberlin College community.
